r ISTALLATION of the first 
sodium vapor highway light¬ 
ing system in the West, on the 
^Foothill Boulevard near Duarte, 
has been completed by the 
Southern California Edison com¬ 
pany and is now in operation each 
night, according to the an¬ 
nouncement here today of Fred 
Shwartz, manager for the com¬ 
pany in the Sierra Madre-Monro- 
via district. Ten of the sodium 
vapor lamps, the newest de¬ 
velopment in street and highway 
lighting equipment, have been 
•placed on the north side of the 
highway, covering a distance of 
half a mile. 

The Edison Company made the 
Installation and is operating the 
lights entirely at its own ex¬ 
pense in order to obtain first¬ 
hand and authentic information 
on this new type of highway 
lighting, Mr. Schwartz said. The 
resulting findings, as to effi¬ 
ciency, maintenance needs and 
operating costs, will be made 
available to highway engineers 
and other community authorities 
in Southern California. 

The light of the new type 
lumps is derived from electronic 
displacement in the sodium vapor 
in the lumps.

A decided drop In county tax 
collections over last year was 
shown in the annual report filed 
Wednesday by Collector H. D. 
Alphonso. County taxes paid to 
the office for the year 1933-34 
totaled $77,544,708, as compared 
to $89,741,681 for 1932-33. Ac¬ 
cording to county officials the re¬ 
duction in collections was largely 
due to decreases in property val¬ 
uations, and cutting of various 
budgets to keep within the tax 
limitations resulting from the 
lower assessments.
